As the calendar flips over to a new year, Chi- 
cagoans are used to finding themselves wea- 
ry from weeks of burrowing through dread- 
ful winter weather and dour at the thought 
of several more months to go. 

But the outlook for 2012 is markedly 
brighter. The days already are growing lon- 
ger, the area has been virtually snow-free, 
and December, compared with the previ- 
ous two years, has bordered on balmy With 
a high of 45 on Christmas, Chicago was 21 
degrees and a cactus shy of being Phoenix. 

Forecasters now are saying confidently 
that although a major snowstorm can’t be 
ruled out, the remaining stretch of winter 
likely will be wet and mild, which makes this 
season seem surprisingly survivable. Even if 
the weather does break bad, the worst of win- 
ter can’t last more than another few months. 

For Dawn Manker, a stay-at-home mom 
from Elgin who has seasonal affective disor- 
der, the mild temperatures have made it easy 
to throw a coat on her 5-year-old son, Jacob, 
and head to a nearby park, breaking the nor- 
mal monotony of an icy December. 

“I haven’t felt like I was stuck at home,” 
said Manker, who has experienced no SAD 
symptoms this winter. “Fm very optimistic 
that we’re going to have a short winter.” 

The lack of snow has also brought smiles 


to the faces of officials in cities and villages 
across the Chicago area, as each day without 
nasty weather saves money 

Elgin has been wrestling with budget cuts 
and falling revenue, so the warmer winter 
has been a wish come true. 

“When we were all planning for the snow 
season and were realizing the budget deficit 
was looming, several of us said, ‘If you want 
to save money then you just make it not 


snow,’ ” public works Superintendent Colby 
Basham said. “Here, one month into the 
snow season, we have essentially dodged a 
bullet.” 

Scott Niehaus, village manager of Tinley 
Park, said the village has had to salt roads 
only twice this year, using 164 tons of salt 
compared with the 1,500 tons it had used at 
this point last year. 

“It’s good for the bottom line,” he said.

So what is it, atmospherically speaking, that 
is bringing such joy to those who loathe the 
slog of snow and ice? 

According to a report by the National 
Weather Service, two naturally occurring 
weather phenomena— the North Atlantic 
Oscillation and the Arctic Oscillation— 
have created changes in the pressure in the 
atmosphere that make it harder for cooler 
air to reach the Midwest. It’s a bit like hav- 
ing a big, invisible wall to the north keeping 
out the wintry blasts. 

Indications are that this behavior will 
continue into January and the report said 
“odds favor this winter to continue to be on 
the warm and wetter side.” Which is not to 
say that snow won’t come. 

“In weather, nothing is exact,” said 
Charles Mott, a meteorologist with the 
National Weather Service in Romeoville. 
‘And especially nothing is forever. There’s 
a possibility that we could get colder. And 
there’s still a possibility that we could get 
snow, although the chances now seem to be 
a little bit less.”

Does your dog or cat look more like a footstool 
than an animal? lihu’re definitely not alone. 

There is an epidemic of fat pets in the U.S., one 
that’s often unrecognized. 

A survey earlier this year, conducted by the As- 
sociation for Pet Obesity Prevention, which works 
within the veterinary community to combat pet 
obesity, found that more than half of the dogs and 
cats in the U.S. are overweight or obese. (Obesity is 
defined as being 30 percent above normal weight, 
and one-fifth of our pets qualify) The trouble is, 
many pet owners don’t see it. 

“It comes from the fact that they are beloved,” 
says veterinarian Louise Murray vice president of 
the American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals’ Bergh Memorial Animal Hospital in 
Newlihrk. “We see them as part of the family, and 
we feed them. {The obesity] comes from a good 
place because we love them. But we need to get it 
under control because it can cause health problems.” 

Thomas Graves, a professor of veterinary clinical medi- 
cine at the College of Veterinary Medicine at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, and director of the Chicago Center for 
Veterinary Medicine, compares it to the childhood obesity 
epidemic. 

“Some of these studies, they get parents to try to iden- 
tify their child’s body type,” he says. “Most parents can’t do 
that. We’re seeing the same thing in dogs and cats. Proba- 
bly 40 percent of them are overweight, 20 percent of them 
obese. And the vast majority of pet owners fail to recognize 
that their pets have a weight problem.” 

The Association for Pet Obesity Prevention has a chart 
(petobesityprevention.com/pet-weight-check) that will 
give a dog or cat owner an idea. It’s a good starting point, 
but a visit to the vet still is recommended. 

“There are medical conditions that can cause obesity 
and weight gain,” Graves says. “So any animal with a weight 
problem needs to be evaluated by a veterinarian. That way 
a proper weight loss program can be designed by the vet- 
erinarian.” 

The program generally involves diet and exercise. 

“The truth about pet food is that most pet foods are real- 
ly good,” Graves says. “The pet food companies spend lots 
of money researching proper nutrition. They want pets fed 
healthy food that keeps them alive a long time— and buy- 
ing more food.” 

He doesn’t pick one pet food over any other but says to 
buy a premium brand, one appropriate for the life stage 
the pet is in. And check with your vet about how much to 
feed your animal. A spayed or neutered pet is less active and 
needs less, and some pet foods recommend more than is 
needed. 

Murray says that most dogs’ weight problems can be 
blamed on leftovers, snacks and treats, not their regular food. 


“Those things are very caloric, and that adds up,” she 
says. “For dogs, the best advice is to cut back on the non- 
dog foods, the unofficial stuff” 

Cats are different, she says. They become overweight 
not from treats, but because their diet is too high in car- 
bohydrates. 

“Cats are nature’s pure carnivores,” she says. “They were 
never meant to eat carbohydrates. Their bodies are not de- 
signed to handle them at all. Unfortunately, a lot of the cat 
foods on the market are high in carbs, especially dry foods. 
It’s easy for us to leave a bowl out all day but then they’re 
snacking on carbohydrates all day” 

Canned or moist foods from pouches are a better choice, 
she says. 

Exercise is the other key Tbu might even want to partici- 
pate— nice, long, moderate walks, Murray suggests. Three 


or four times a week is about right, but work up to it gradu- 
ally “You don’t want to take a couch potato out there with 
a Frisbee; it could injure them.” If you’re not interested in 
exercising, a little fetch goes a long way You throw the ball, 
Fido retrieves it. Over and over and over. The point is to get 
the dog moving. 

Exercising a cat can be as simple as tying a toy to a fishing 
pole and waving it around, or flicking a laser pointer around 
the room and have the cat chase it. Or ... 

“One of the best ways to get a cat to exercise is to get a 
kitten,” Graves says. “Kittens are a pain in the neck. I can’t 
tell you how many times an owner has a cat losing weight, 
and they come in, and we can’t figure out why Then I find 
out they got a kitten four months ago and, well, that’s the 
reason. Cats do well in groups. They play more; they tend to 
eat better.”

KING OF PONG 


CHICAGOAN IS SO CLOSE TO 
$50K HE CAN ALMOST TASTE IT

Andy DeCaluwe won’t be playing poker or blackjack when he’s in 
Las \^gas next week. Instead, the 25-year-old will be tossing ping- 
pong balls into cups of beer for a chance to win $50,000. 

The 7th annual World Series of Beer Pong— yes, it’s a real com- 
petition— takes place Sunday through Thursday at the Flamingo 
Las \fegas hotel and casino. And DeCaluwe, a student at Kendall 
College, is the guy to beat. 

DeCaluwe, who plays with a partner, is ranked the top beer 
pong player in the world out of 2,400, according to bpong.com, 
which hosts the World Series. The designation is based on games 
played in officially sanctioned BPONG events, according to 
the rules of the game: Players on either end of a table eliminate 
10 water- or beer-filled cups by landing a pingpong ball in each. 

“Being ranked No. i at something I’ve worked hard for, it’s satis- 
fying,” said DeCaluwe, who Lives in Mount Prospect. 

He placed third at the World Series last year and snagged sec- 
ond place the year before that. He estimates he’s won money rang- 
ing from $1,500 to $10,000 in tournaments across the country 
and has used his winnings to help pay for school. Now he’s got his 
eye on winning it all in Las Vegas. 

DeCaluwe rarely loses, and wins by large margins, said Benja- 


min “Skinny” Solnik, World Series director. “He’s been consis- 
tently excellent,” he said. 

However, DeCaluwe wouldn’t be the first Chicago-area player 
to be a World Series champ. Nick VeUssaris, now 29 and living in 
Buena Park, won the first World Series in 2006. 

According to BPONG, Illinois ranks eighth out of 50 states in 
having the most players battle in the World Series of Beer Pong. 

When BPONG was created in 2002, beer pong was popular 
on college campuses particularly on the East Coast, Solnik said. 
“Since we launched, the growth of competitive beer pong has 
been massive,” he said. 

The first World Series had 82 teams. It tripled in size the second 
year. More than 500 teams were expected to register for the 2012 
World Series. 

It actually was Velis saris who introduced DeCaluwe to orga- 
nized beer pong. The two met randomly in 2008 at Dick’s River 
Roadhouse in Mount Prospect. Velis saris and his friend beat De- 
Caluwe and a buddy decisively in a game of bags. It slipped that 
DeCaluwe’s game was beer pong and Velissaris invited him that 
week to a tournament in Northbrook. Later that summer, the two 
played each other, and DeCaluwe won. Since then, the two have 
played on teams together at tournaments. 

“He’s a good kid,” Wlissaris said. “He deserves that No. i ranking.” 

DeCaluwe understands how people find it difficult to see why 
he spends his free time playing games of beer pong, but he loves 
doing it: “It’s fun. It’s something I’m good at.”

bizarre’ 
civil case

Ruling in what it called a “tragically bizarre” 
case, an appeals court found that a man killed 
by a train while crossing the Edgebrook Me- 
tra station tracks can be held responsible after 
a part of his body sent airborne by the colli- 
sion struck and injured a bystander. 

In 2008, Hiroyuki Joho, 18, was hurrying in 
pouring rain with an umbrella over his head, 
trying to catch an inbound Metra train due 
to arrive in about five minutes when he was 
struck by a southbound Amtrak train travel- 
ing at more than 70 mph. 

A large portion of his body was thrown 
about 100 feet onto the southbound platform, 
where it struck Gayane Zokhrabov, then 58, 
who was waiting to catch the 8:17 a.m. train 
to work. She was knocked to the ground, her 
leg and wrist broken and her shoulder injured. 

A Cook County judge dismissed Zo- 
khrabov’s lawsuit against Joho’s estate, find- 
ing that Joho could not have anticipated Zo- 
khrabov’s injuries. 

A state appeals court, after noting that the 
case law involving “flying bodies” is sparse, 
has disagreed, ruling that “it was reasonably 
foreseeable” that the high-speed train would 
kill Joho and fling his body down the tracks 
toward a platform where people were waiting. 

Leslie Rosen, who handled Zokhrabov’s ap- 
peal, said that while the circumstances of the 
case were “very peculiar and gory and creepy,” 
it ultimately was a straightforward negligence 
case, no different than if a train passenger had 
been injured after the engineer hit the brakes. 

“If you do something as stupid as this guy 
did, you have to be responsible for what 
comes from it,” she said.

Taste of Chicago will be chopped in half to a five-day event 
next summer, and the cit/s annual smorgasbord will be 
moved to the middle of July from its traditional late June 
start. 

The festival will run from July 11-15 in Grant Park, ac- 
cording to a statement from the Department of Cultural 
Affairs and Special Events. 

After the Chicago Park District oversaw a lo-day 2011 
Taste that drew 2.35 million people— 300,000 fewer than 
in 2010 and the smallest overall crowd since 1986 —Mayor 
Emanuel put the festival back under the control of the 
Department of Cultural Affairs and Special Events. 

Cultural Affairs officials said they would consider short- 
ening the event in an attempt to move the Taste back to- 
ward profitability, and that the focus would remain on the 
food served by local restaurants in Grant Park, rather than 
on big-name entertainers such as Stevie Wonder who have 
appeared at Taste in years past. 

“Taste will emphasize Chicago’s status as a “foodie” des- 
tination and feature classic Chicago favorites as well as of-

ferings from Chicago’s new and emerging culinary scene,” 
the Cultural Affairs statement said. “This free admission 
festival will highlight entertainment such as cooking dem- 
onstrations from noted chefs, and local and national musi- 
cal acts.” 

One Taste vendor, Eli’s Cheesecake, has been with the 
event since the first one on Michigan Avenue in 1980. 
President Marc Schulman said he’s optimistic about the 
changes. 

“Taste started as one day” he said. “It was shorter. It’s 
been longer. It evolves. The most important thing is the 
commitment by the city to make it an exciting, great 
event with great programming and that people enjoy it.”

Wednesday as North Korea staged a 
huge funeral in the capital, Pyongyang, for 
former leader Kim Jong II, searching for signs

Bleak pictures from state TV showed a fu- 
neral procession led by a limousine carrying 


a huge picture of the 69 -year-old, who died 
Dec. 17, passing serried ranks of olive green- 
clad soldiers whose bare heads were bowed 
in homage in the main square of the snow- 
covered capital. 

A hearse carrying the coffin was led by a 
weeping Kim Jong Un, the son and heir, ac- 
companied by Jang SongThaek, his uncle and 
a key power-broker in the transition, and Ri 


%ng Ho, the army chief of staff 

“Seeing this white snow fall has made me 
think of the general’s efforts and this brings 
tears to my eyes,” Seo Ju Rim, a red-cheeked, 
weeping female soldier, told North Korean 
TV, referring to the late Kim. 

One of the myths surrounding Kim Jong 
II was that he could control the nation’s 
weather, and state media has reported unusu- 


ally cold and wild weather accompanying his 
death. 

Video showed weeping civilians who 
swayed with grief and shouted “father, father” 
as black Lincoln and Mercedes limousines 
and army trucks streamed past the crowds. 

It was not clear whether the pictures were 
live or recorded, although a state TV an- 
nouncer said it had been carried live.

BULLS STAR IS WAY TOO FOCUSED 
TO THINK ABOUT PRESSURE

Sometimes it’s better to be lucky than good. 

The Bulls got lucky when they snagged the 
top draft pick back in 2008 with only a 1.7 per- 
cent chance of doing so. The team used that 
pick to take Derrick Rose No. i overall, and it 
turns out he’s good. Outstanding, actually 

In the three years since coming back to 
Chicago from Memphis to play for his home- 
town team, the Englewood native has led the 
Bulls to three consecutive playoff appearanc- 
es, including carrying the Bulls— almost vir- 
tually on his back— all the way to the Eastern 
Conference finals last season. 

Of course we all know how that ended. 
Chicago was dispatched by the Miami Heat 
in heartbreaking fashion as it appeared the 
young superstar simply had run out of gas. 

Rose is ready to lead his team back to the 
top despite feeling the Bulls are being over- 
looked. But the 23-year-old wouldn’t have it 
any other way 

“I think {being overlooked] is fim, person- 
ally” Rose said recently “I hear everything, 
and if I don’t hear it, I know my friends hear it 
and tell me everything that people say Then I 
take it to the gym where I work out a lot, and I 
just think about all the things that people are 
saying and how they’re forgetting about us. 

“But it’s all right that we’re under the radar.” 

After a i-i start— a thrilling victory over 
the L.A. Lakers and a deflating loss to Golden 
State— the Bulls still might be flying under 
the radar. 

Despite such a successful 2010-11 season— 
an NBA-best 62-20 record and MVP honor 
for Rose— it was clear the biggest hole on 
the Bulls roster was at shooting guard, where 
Keith Bogans averaged 4.4 points a game. In 


the era of NBA superstars actively recruiting 
guys to come to play for their teams. Rose has 
steadfastly refused, maintaining he is a “hoop- 
er,” not a recruiter. 

He received sharp criticism as a result. But 
Rose couldn’t care less. 

“I ain’t trying to hear what they’re talking 
about. I’m just trying to do me and keep this 
thing rolling,” Rose said. “If somebody wants 
to come here, then come here.” 

Somebody did come here. 

Richard “Rip” Hamilton made the decision 
to join the Bulls, and the 12-year veteran and 
former NBA champion with Detroit could be 
the missing piece to put the team over the top. 

So far, Hamilton’s arrival hasn’t dramatically 
changed the Bulls, but coach Tom Thibodeau 
said that falls on his teammates. 

“We have to get him shots and into the flow 
of the game,” Thibodeau said. 

Rose is quick to recognize the value of 
Hamilton. 

“Rip is a veteran and he’s seen it all,” Rose 
said. “He’s going to help us go places that 
we’ve never been because he’s already been 
there before.” 

Eor Bulls fans, hopefully that place leads to 
a seventh NBA title. 

Considering Rose just inked a five-year, 
$94.8 million contract extension, title ex- 
pectations are sky high in the Windy City 
But it’s no big deal to Rose. He has the same 
expectations, something Bulls fans should 
appreciate. 

“I don’t play for money, I play to win,” he 
said. “Money is the last thing I think about.” 

And when asked if he feels any pressure 
from signing his new contract. Rose said 
sharply, “Hell nah. No pressure at all.”

It’s been a serendipi-

After leaving 
the restaurant and facing a few false starts — 
designing the bar program at the short-lived 
Black Sheep and a brief stint at the new 
Pump Room— he’s landed at Acadia (1639 
S. Wabash Ave. 312-360-9500), a promising 
restaurant that opened Dec. 21 in the South 
Loop. As bar director, he’s created a cocktail 
list with offbeat concoctions such as a mezcal 
old fashioned with notes of tomatillo and 
grapefruit and a coconut-dill ice cube. 


Whafs your approach to cocktails at Acadia? 

My background’s as a sommelier, but what 
really got me into the spirits side was at Gra- 
ham Elliot, putting a craft program of spirits 
in place. Everything I’m doing at Acadia is 
based off the classics. Using the best craft 
spirits I can find, how can we ... {keep} the 
whole heart of what the cocktail is about, but 
then update it for 2012? I’m really trying to 


elevate what a guest perceives a bar can be at 
a restaurant. 

Do you hope to draw interest in the bar, 
separate from the dining room? 

Hats off to chef Ryan McCaskey because 
he did so many things right with the space. 
When you come in, you’re in the bar area and 
it’s completely separate from the restaurant. 
There are 10 seats at the bar and four to five 
tables; we can stay open later {and} we can cul- 
tivate as much of a bar crowd as we’re able to. 
We really want to slam the hell out of the bar. 

What and where do you like to drink when 
you’re not at work? 

I drink a lot of wine at home. My girlfriend 
is the beverage director at Trump. We go 
through so much wine! One of my new favor- 
ite places {for cocktails] is Barrelhouse Elat 
... the scope of their program is insane. I love 
the guys at Sable [and] more dive-bar places 
like Bar DeVille. I live in the West Loop, so 
though I like places like The Whistler [in 
Logan Square], I just don’t get out 
there too much.

MOST UNDERRATED NEW SERIES 

Prime Suspect 

The NBC drama made its first big mis- 
take by calling this procedural “Prime 
Suspect” after the brilliant original 
1980s miniseries. Its second mistake 
was trying at first to re-create the same 
intradepartmental sexism for Detective 
Jane Timoney (Maria Bello) to battle. 

It seemed dated, and turned off view- 
ers instantly. Jane’s battles eventually 
became less about sexism and more 
about the fact she was an unapologetic 
bitch-and I write that with total love for 
the character. Bello was outstanding, as 
was her supporting cast. And each week 
I thought the series, although a standard 
procedural, was much more interesting 
than anything you see on CBS. And by 
the way, I love Jane’s hat! 


BIGGEST OVERREACTION 

The Killing 

Wow, I don’t think I’ve ever seen so much whin- 
ing from viewers and critics about a season 
finale. AMC and “The Killing” never promised 
to reveal who killed Rosie Larson by the end 
of this moody drama’s freshman season. They 
didn’t! And to complain that a show about a 
murder investigation brings up too many red 
herrings throughout the season seems ludi- 
crous to me. Go watch any of the CBS pro- 
cedurals if you want your case solved in one 
episode. I’ll stick with the wonderful twists and 
turns, not to mention the terrific acting and the 
poignant portrait of how Rosie’s death affected 
the people she knew.

Club 

OK. OK, this dead- 
on-arrival drama 
was not great, but I 
enjoyed it. I think had NBC 
called this “The Beaver Club” and dressed the 
waitresses in bikinis and buckteeth, no one 
would have complained. But making it about 
the apparently notorious Playboy clubs of the 
1960s caused a furor, and no one even tried 
to enjoy the show for what it was-a big, glam 
soap opera. The main story involving gang- 
sters and murder left something to be desired, 
but I could not wait for Laura Benanti to sing in 
each episode or to find out what the beardedly 
married gay couple played by Sean Maher and 
Leah Renee were planning with the Mattachine 
Society. Speaking of which, when do you ever 
see that early gay rights group in a TV series? 
Good for you, creator Chad Hodge. 



FAVORITE NETWORK 

This one is easy: FX by a landslide. From 
off-kilter comedies “Wilfred,” “Louie,” 

“It’s Always Sunny in Philadelphia,” 

“The League” and “Archer” to knock-out dra- 
mas “Justified,” “Sons of Anarchy,” “Rescue 
Me” and “Lights Out,” FX made itself my des- 
tination network. I wasn’t so into “American 
Horror Story,” but the water-cooler power- 
house created enough buzz that I’m now 
watching them just to see if I was wrong about 
it. The net’s only bad move for me? Canceling 
“Terriers” in 2010 (and “Lights Out” this year). 


BEST VILLAIN 
Mags Bennett “Justified” 

Margo Martindale earned a well-deserved 
Emmy for playing the matriarch of the 
moonshine-making, weed-peddling 
Bennett clan in Season 2 of “Justified.” 
Mags was a cold, calculating crime lord 
who persuaded her neighbors not to sell 
their land to a coal company while all 
along she was scheming with the com- 
pany to get rich herself. She controlled her 
sons with a hammer (ouch!) and her en- 
emies with her poisoned “apple pie.” 




FAVORITE VIEWING EXPERIENCE 

Justified 

The FX drama delivered an electrifying 
sophomore season and one of TV’s best bad- 
dies: redneck matriarch and moonshine poi- 
soner Mags Bennett (Margo Martindale). But 
the complicated relationship between U.S. 
Marshal Raylan Givens (Timothy Olyphant) 
and his villainous former best friend Boyd 
Crowder (Walton Goggins) remains the most 
compelling part of this outstanding series 
for me.

Dan Harmon and his cast and crew’s go-for-broke attitude re- 
sults in episodes that are not only imaginative and intelligent, but also emotionally rich and 
revelatory. They’ve tackled alternate realities. Dungeons & Dragons, “My Dinner with Andre,” 
claymation, paintball and “Glee” with an absurdist wit that marvels. And if that sounds too 
“criticy,” how about this: Pop! Pop! “Community” is bleeping hilarious. 


WORST USE OF MUSIC 

Grey’s Anatomy 

The “Glee” kids singing “Do They 
Know It’s Christmas” almost got 
the nod here, but I’m giving 
it to the musical episode of 
Grey’s Anatomy,” which 
was so tone-deaf it made 
even me, a complete and 
total Broadway show 
tune queen, hate the 
musical format for an 
hour.

New Year’s Eve history 


MCT 

As we get ready for the ball to 
drop Saturday night in New York’s 
Times Square, here are five things 
you need to know about TV’s New 
Year’s Eve celebrations. 

»The first New Year’s Eve special on 
TV was broadcast on Dec. 31, 1941 
on WNBT (now WNBC), consisting 
of entertainment from the Rainbow 
Room, atop the RCA Building in 
Rockefeller Center. 



» Before Dick Clark became synonymous with New 
Year’s Eve, that honor went to bandleader Guy 
Lombardo. After many years on radio, he hosted 
New Year’s Eve shows from 1956 to 1976 on CBS, 
from the Waldorf-Astoria. It was Lombardo and his 
Royal Canadians who made “Auld Lang Syne” into 
the New Year’s Eve song. 


•Clark’s “New Year’s Rockin’ Eve” debut 
on ABC was Dec. 31, 1974. Performers 
included the Beach Boys, Chicago and 
Olivia Newton-John. Ryan Seacrest, 
who has taken over hosting duties for 
Clark, was exactly 1 week old. 


» In 1972, Clark came up with the idea of counter- 
programming the older-skewing Lombardo. He 
produced (but did not appear on) “Three Dog Night’s 
New Year’s Rockin’ Eve 1973,” on NBC. The special 
also featured Blood, Sweat & Tears, Helen Reddy and 
Al Green and was pretaped from the Grand Ballroom 
of the Queen Mary, docked in Long Beach, Calif. 


•“New Year’s Rockin’ Eve” was pre- 
empted in 1999-2000 in favor of ABC’s 
24-hour coverage of the worldwide 
celebrations of the new millennium. 
(Clark’s traditional ball-dropping count- 
down from Times Square was included 
in that coverage.)
